JNON PARTISAN JUDICIAL ELEC­ 
TIONS. 
The Gazette bas always advocated 
non-partisan nominations for judicial 
positions. It is always best to make the 
benoh, whether county, circuit, cr state, 
as free from politics as possible; and 
there will be many regrets that the re­ 
publicans of Milwaukee have seen fit to 
nominate candidates for the oonnty and 
municipal oonrts. But there is a reason 
why this was done. The Sentinel, which 
occupied the same position as the Ga­ 
zette on the general question of a non­ 
partisan judiciary, explains the matter in 
this wist: 
The Sentinel favored the reelection of 
Judge Mann and Judge Mallory without 
opposition 
Not because it believed it 
difficult to replace either of these judges 
with another just as good, but because it 
did not believe in a break in the polioy 
of non-partisanship in judicial elec­ 
tions . The fact that the democrats are 
partisan wherever they have a majority 
and that there appeared to be juggling 
by local democratic politicians in order 
to grab everything rn sight, oame in 
for little consideration as far as this pa­ 
per was concerned. 
But as the feeling 
among republicans grew in favor of 
alright nominations, the idea has grown 
with the Sentinel that this was about as 
good a time as any to settle the question 
whether the demccrats are to play shut­ 
tlecock between the republican and the 
“ rebel element” as it inuits its interest,' 
swampin g non-partisanship at {their die- ' 
oretion and makmg non partisanship a 
mere division of spoils. The endjof pa­ 
tience was reached when Judge Mallory 
took his stand od the riot issue and aa a 
martyr to the “rebel element.” 
When Governor Rusk was put np for 
re-election because this “rebel element” 
had assailed him for his part in the la­ 
bor troubler, tne democrats promptly 
nominated a candidate against him and 
this candidate was supported by Judire 
Mallory. Every democratic paper in the 
state an I every democratic orator rid!— 
OU edtbe “riot issue,” aud the democrats, 
by refusing to sustain Governor Rusk, 
gave this city to the “;ebtl element” by 
over 2.000 plurality. 
So it appears from tbs record that 
Judge Mallory is a good deal of a demo­ 
cratic politician, although be sits upon 
the bench. Whenever he can help the 
demccrats he does net fail to extend the 
helping band; and whenever he can ren­ 
der any assistance to his party friends 
in attempting to pmash the republican 
party, the assistance is not with-held. 
Judge Mallory has made an excellent 
municipal jud^e, and on that score the 
republicans do not oppose him.

oouise. A judicial officer has no business 
to enter a poTtioal fight. He ought to 
vote aa he deems best, but to stoop to the 
level of ward politicians is beneath his 
judicial dignity. Had Judge Mallory 
not let his sympathy go out for the 
“ reoel element” when he should have 
atood firm for law and order, there would 
not have been any opposition to him. 
It is hoped the time will soon come 
when the judiciary will be wholly out of 
politics; when there will be no reasou 
why republicans should Dot vote for 
Judges Mann and Mallory, just as there 
is no reason whatever why democrats 
should not vote for Judge Sale and Pat­ 
terson, or Aesoolite Justice O&seoday. If 
Judge bal gcr Judge Patterson mixed 
up political work with their judicial la­ 
bors, no one ooul J condemn the demo­ 
crats for nominating candidates agad st 
them, bat as their judicial careers are 
free from such blemishes, all people 
boner them for ti cir non-paideanship, 
sud lo one v.culd think of inaugurating 
a party contest acaiLst them. Judges 
Mann and Mallory ought to be in the 
same condition. 


There is only one strange thing about 
President Harrison’s administration so 
far. It seems togo along on the prin­ 
ciple that it never beard of Ohio. It is 
bad enough to get left in the ordinary 
way, bat to be marshalled to the rear as 
Ohio is being done, there is tearful sad­ 
ness in the situation.

Ghloago Experiences B er Largest Fire 
Aiibe 1871—A Mexican Disas­ 
ter—Other Casualties. 


New Y ork, March 27.—A fire immedi­ 
ately followed by a heavy explosion and 
shock and attended by many casualties, 
and in which it is feared several persons 
have been consumed, started in the four- 
story brick building 6n Kent avenue, 
Brooklyn, about I o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, and inside of an hour the structure 
was a mass of ruins. 
The scene around 
the factory is beyond description. Woman 
after woman covered with blood, and 
many men in like condition, were rescued 
from the roof of a small building in the 
rear, all maimed, and one, at least, fatally 
injured. 
Hundred of people rushed from 
their houses and 
places 
of business, 
many believing the accompanying shock 
to have been cauked by earthquake. 
It re­ 
quired but a few minutes to show that the 
disaster was of a serious nature. 
An ex­ 
plosion had occurred on the first floor, oc­ 
cupied by the Eureka Shoe Manufacturing 
company. 
Forty-five hands are employed 
in the factory and the greatest excitement 
ensued. 
All th 
ambulances and four pa­ 
trol wagons were telegraphed for and hur­ 
ried to the spot. 
The explosion occurred 
in tho office of the shoe company, of which 
Mr. Owers is the head, but the cause could 
not be ascertained.

C h ic a g o , March 27.—The Central ware­ 
house at the corner of Rush and Kinzie 
streets, owned by Ald. William R. Man- 
nierre, with its valuable contents, went lip 
In smoke between the hours of 4 and 9 
o’clock this morning. 
The building, which was a six-story 
brick, IOO by 125 feet, was filled with the 
finest kinds of groceries, spices, canned 
goods, general merchandise, etc., all of 
which were destroyed, leaving only part of 
the bare walls. 
The loss will reach fully 
$1,250,000. 
If this is accurate the fire is 
the costliest that has visited Chicago since 
the big one of 1871. 
The extensive confla­ 
gration of 1874 and the burning of Field 
& Leiter’s retail house in 1877 each caused 
a loss of about $1,000,000. 
This one is 
some bigger from a money point than 
either of them. 
Of the loss $750,000 falls 
on local insurance companies. 
The blaze was of supposed incendiary 
origin, and Fire Inspector Shay is already 
searching for the persons who caused the 
conflagration. 
This is tho third time that 
tho structure has been set on fire and each 
time there were indications that the blaze 
was caused by firebugs. 
The fire was one of the fiercest that the 
fire department has had to deal with for 
many months. 
The basement was filled 
with all kinds of inflammable material, 
consisting of wines, spirits, whiskies, alco­ 
hol, and some of the stuff was also on the 
upper floors. 
As soon as this became ig­ 
nited the edifice was doomed, and the fire 
department could do nothing but endeavor 
the prevent the conflagration from spread­ 
ing.

—Tho Sen­ 
ate Tuesday passed the Eckhardt bill to 
regulate building and loan associations by 
a vote of 28 yeas to 6 nays—Senators 
Brink, Burke, Charity, Knopf, Monahan 
and Reinhardt voting nay.

An amendment pro­

The mean age of the members of the 
Sacred collegers about HO, ani yet not one 
of the cardinals displays any of tho mental 
falterings which are supposed to be inci­ 
dent to such advanced years, and to pre­ 
clude, save in exceptional cases, a continu­ 
ance of usefulness and activity in the dis­ 
charge of their public function?. 
It might 
bo supposed, perhaps, that there is some­ 
thing in the Italian method of life which 
tends to proton gjactivity beyond the aver­ 
age limit in other countries. 
Bucthe fact 
is that Italy is not particularly favored in 
this respect. 
Taking the whole number of 
Italians, the percentage of tnose over 60 
is just 7; against 7.7 in Germany, 7.8 in 
Sweden, 8 in England, 8.7 in Belgium and 
12 in France. 
Tho life insurance companies have mad* 
of tho question of longevity almost a de­ 
termined science, with an ample array of 
figures and rules. 
According to those the 
average man who has reached the ago of 
CO bas still a little less, ami the average 
woman who has reached tho ago of 60 a 
little more, than fourteen years to live. 
But the expectation of life does not rela­ 
tively diminish with the advance of years, 
for at 80 the man’s chance is somewhat 
less, and the woman’s somewhat more, 
than five years and a half. 
According to 
the English standards the persons who live 
longest are members of the clergy, while 
in other pursuits longevity ranks in the 
following 
order: 
Farmers, 
merchants, 
soldiers, clerks, teachers, and physicians. 
The death rate among the clergy of tho 
Established Church of England is excep­ 
tionally low, being, in tho years of active 
clerical service, only ten in 1,000 of popu­ 
lation, whereas that of the English Catho­ 
lic clergy is 50 per cent higher. 
The figures of tho insurance companies, 
which are ample regarding every point in­ 
volved, show that, the age of 50 past, the 
expectation of life is more than twice as 
gTeat for tho temperate as for the inebri­ 
ate, the proportion being as soven to three. 
Tho proportion of tile rich as compared 
with the poor, over 70, is about four to 
one, an i it is generally higher among 
women than among men. 
The nervous, exciting, restless life of 
most Americans is not conducive to extreme 
longevity, and tho steadily largo immigra­ 
tion of those who have reached the years of 
manhood in other lands as emigrants tends 
to greatly reduce the .standard of longevity 
in this country; but tho tables of American 
insurance companies show that it is steadily 
rising. 
Should this increase continuo it 
may not be many years before tho rate 
here will compare favorably with what 
long experience and repeated proof have 
shown to be the normal rato in other lands.

A M ystery o f F o rty Y ears C leared Up by 
a D ea th -B ed Confession. 
Over forty years ago John Wiley, ped­ 
dler, left Bangor on horseback lato in the 
fall to go to a placo#in Aroostook county, 
where ho had left a sled tho previous 
spring. 
Arrived at his desti nation lie 
called on some acquaintances, and then 
went to the log hovel whero his sled was 
stored through the winter. 
That was the 
last seen of the peddler and his horse, a1 
though vigorous search was made for 
them. 
Eight years afterward the bones of 
a man and a horse were dug up near where 
the hovel had stood, the land meanwhile 
having changed ownership several times 
After aw'hile tho matter was forgotten, and 
it was never again thought of until a 
death-bed confession explained the mystery 
of John Wiley’s death.

After killing and burying the horso beside 
his master they cut all the surrounding 
trees so that they fell over the spot and 
concealed effectually all evidence of the 
bloody work. 
The man who owned tho 
hovel and shared in the crime removed 
soon afterward to the western part of 
Maine, where he died several years ago.
